News | Mediator chosen 


in SWIM battle 


Farmers, state and federal 
officials and environmentalists 
have finally agreed on some- 
thing: the mediator they will 
allow to try to resolve their dif- 
ferences. 

Gerald Cormick, a faculty 
member at the University of 
Washington, was selected by 
the feuding sides to try to 
reach an equitable arrange- 
ment for cleaning up the 
Everglades, and for paying for 
the cleanup. 

He founded The Mediation 
Institute in Seattle and is a 
pioneer in the field of environ- 
mental mediation. 

The South Florida Water 
Management District created 


the Surface Water Improve- 
ment and Maintenance Plan 
(SWIM ) in response to a 
federal lawsuit, But the SWIM 
Plan is expensive - at least 
$400 million - and debates 
about who will pay are heated. 

SFWMD says it cannot afford 
to build the required Storm- 
water Treatment Areas (STA)s 
without more money - lots of it. 

Financial studies completed 
last month show the District 
short аё least $22 million for 
the project. 

But farmers say the project 
won't work as designed and cite 
studies showing the amount of

"When you get on the.route, you'll see the need 
for affordable housing,” said Mr. Nasby, who 
added he has made the trip.

The "Jaws of Life" were used 
last Thursday evening to cut a 
man out of his badly damaged 
car. 

Jose Luis Jamies, 25, of 1711 
Jacaranda Avenue, Belle Glade 


was trapped in his 1981 Ford 
four-door car after a two-car 


collision on N.E Avenue L. 

When police, fire and medical 

help arrived, Mr. Jamies was 
found to. be in shock and 
suffering from numerous 
fractures and severe trauma, 
according to Frank Cote of.the 
Belle Glade Fire Department. 
. Firefighters immediately 
began using the Hurst extrac- 
tion tool, better known as the 
"Jaws of Life” to extricate n 
injured man. 

He was taken by Trauma- 
Hawk to St. Mary's Hospital 
where he is listed in stable 
condition. 

Also involved in the accident 
was 20-year-old Angel Flores of 
917 N.W. 27th. Street, Belle 


Glade. He was driving east- 


bound in a 1987 Ford pickup 
when the accident occurred. 

Patrolman Mark Hickman 
said his investigation revealed 
Mr. Jamies was traveling 
westbound on N. E. Avenue L 
when his car crossed the center 
line into the path of Mr. Flores’ 
car. 

Police say the accident may 
be alcohol related and charges 
are pending. 

Lt. Cote said because of the 
extent of damage it took almost 
30 minutes to get Mr. Jamies 
out of the car. 

"But, if the Hurst tool had not 
been available, we would have 
possibly lost him," Lt. Cote 
said. 

A passenger in Mr. Jamies 
car, Jose Carvajal, refused 
treatment at the scene. Mr. 
Flores and.a passenger in his 
car, Maria Guzman, 24, were 
taken to Glades General Hos- 
pital and their cuts and bruises 
were treated.

Major Veteran's Administration health 
care bill signed by President Bush ; 


The Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) has 
announced that legislation containing major 
health-care provision, including counseling 
programs for women veterans and a registry for 
Persian Gulf War - veterans, was signed by the 
President this month. 

The Veterans Health Care Act of 1992 
authorizes VA to provide counseling services to 

women who have suffered trauma from sexual 
assault or harassment during military service. 
То be eligible, counseling must be sought within 
twó years of discharge. However, those

The NAACP's early beginnings * 


Since its inception in 1909, the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
people has had a long proud history of 
commitment, promise, struggle and continuing 
success in advancing the course of freedom. 

In the summer of 1908, the country was 
shocked by the account of race riots in 
Springfield, Illinois. Leading black and white 
citizens alike responded overwhelmingly to a call 
to fight for.equality. The founding document that 
outlined the purpose of the NAACP was signed 
by 60 prominent black and white citizens 
committed to racial equality. At this meeting the 
following principles were 

1) To eliminate racial discrimination and 
segregation from all aspects of public life in 
America. 

2) To secure a free ballot for every qualified 
American citizen. 

3) To seek justice in the Courts. 


4) To secure legislation banning discrimination 


and segregation. 

5) To secure equal jobs opportunities based 
upon individual merit without regard to race, 
religion, or national origin. 

6) To end mob violence and police brutality. 

After the initial meeting the group was 
integrated with the inclusion of prominent 
church leaders such as Bishop Alexander 
Walters of the A.M.E. Zion Church. Rev. William 
Henry Brooks, Minister of St. Mark's Methodist 
Episcopal Church of New York and other 
prominent leaders such as Dr. W.E.B. Dubois 
founder of the Niagara movement. A permanent 
body of the NAACP was organized in 1910 with 
Moorefield Story as its first president. 

The NAACP grew into an international 
organization blossoming in the major cities and 
championing the rights of the oppressed and 
paving the path for freedom and equality. Like 
many organization advocating for change, the 
NAACP has been criticized and falsely accused 
with unfounded allegations. In spite of these 
barriers, the organization's movement was like a 
flowing river, unstoppable, in spite of the odds. 

It was later joined by prominent attorneys 
such as Thurgood Marshall who was later to 
become the first black Supreme Court Justice. 
Mr. Marshall not only championed the cause for 
freedom in the U.S., but also extended his 
expertise to African nations who in the late 
fifties and early sixties were embroiled in the 
struggle for independents from the jaws of the 
European colonists. . 

Mr. Marshall, for example, was engaged by 
the Républic of Kenya to help negotiate indepen- 
dence and subsequently drafted the new 
constitution of Kenya: My father, John 
'Konchellah, A Kenyan legislator, attended the 

itutional talks in London. He speaks highly 
of Ji Marshall and the role of the NAACP. 

Within the continental United States, the 
struggle contipues. The NAACP has had many 
victories which have opened doors for all 
political and numerical minorities in diverse 
areas. Among these are voting rights and 
segregation as documented in the landmark 
decision of Brown verses Board of Education 


which outlawed segregation in public schools. 
The famous 1964 Civil Rights Act and the Voting 
Rights-Act of 1965 would not have come about 
without the legal persistence of the NAACP to 
ensure that all people are treated equally. 

In the State of Florida, the first voting rights - 
suit was filed in 1940 by Rev. Raymond 
Cromwell in Pensacola against the Florida 
Democratic Party, which did not allow blacks to 
vote in the primaries. As a result of that lawsuit, 
the Democratic Primaries were opened to all 
black citizens. 

During the same period the Teacher Salary 
Equalization Suit was filed against the State of 
Florida. The ruling was that all teachers in the 
State's public schools would be paid the same 
salaries, 

The agenda for the 1990's is political action 


and membership recruitment. The top priority 


for 1992 was reapportionment and redistricting. 
After the 1990 Census data was reported to the 
states, the state NAACP conference committee 
on reapportionment immediately began 
analyzing the information. 

The committee met with members of both the 
Florida House and Senate committees as early 
as March 1991. Experts on reapportionment, 
were consulted and when the time came che 
NAACP filed its plan with the courts. When the 
experts filed their plan with U.S. Judge C. 
Atkins a plan was recommended patterned on 
the plan submitted by the State conference of 
NAACP branches which includes our Glades 
area branch. 

For the first time since reconstruction, African 
Americans in Florida had a chance to elect two 
members to the U.S. House of Representatives. 

They both won with overwhelming support. As 
а result, we now have Congresswoman Caree 
Meeks and Congressman Alcee Hastings 
representing districts that came about as a 
result of NAACP advocacy, along with others 
who saw а need for equitable representation. 

Another African American congresswoman 
was also elected in northeast Florida. The plan 
has therefore created a majority black, 
congressional district in Miami and one in' 
northeast Florida and a third "influence" district 
north of Miami with a forty-six percent black 
voting age population. 

At the local level, the NAACP continues to 
advocate against discrimination, injustice and 
inequality. 

As we head toward a new political chapter, 
blacks and whites alike should remember that 
without justice, there is no peace. Without peace 
there is no harmony. Without harmony, there is 
по progress. 

The NAACP urges the Glades community to 
unite together and work towards the improve- 
ment of race relations, equality, create more 
year-round jobs and a harmonious community 
where all can live together in peace regardless of 
color, race or national origin. 

We are all in this together, so become part of 
the solution. Yes, we have come a long way: 
However, we do have a long way to go.
